Juerori commiHsd dcti of van- 
slitm and a good deal of ttie 
intricate and artistic worl wai 
Idortroyed. £ven ths Speniih 
monarchi who followed through 
the yean tore down parti of the 
buildingi to make way for pal- 
acet of modern deiign. It wat 
not until 1830 that the Spanish 
people tool an interest in the 
. Alhambra and tried to reitoro its 
beauty as near as possible. In 
ipita of yaan of neglect, oarth- 
quales, vandalism and damage 
from time, what remains of the 
Alhambra still potiettes the 
beauty and intricate cere which 
the Moors put into their work. 

In 1931, Spain issued a set of 
10 stamps in commemoration of 
the third Pan-American Postal 
Union Congress. The designs 
used on molt of the stamps in 
this sat consisted of Spanish 
landmarks and places of In- 
terest. Two of the stampt in 
this set bore a replica of the 
beautiful "fountain of the lions" 
which the Moon butft in their 
ancient citadel of the Alhambra.
